The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , there is no prior art of record that teaches a liquid crystal panel comprising: "a 
polarizing plate stuck on at least one of said first and second substrates at a surface 
opposite said liquid crystal layer, said polarizing plate having an end receding from 
an end of one substrate and having a surface with an inclination.'' 

The prior art of record Takeshi as previously cited discloses a method of cutting a 
polarizer using a half blanking technique, which used a blade slightly similar to that 
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shown in the invention however the prior art failed to show that this would result in a 
polarizer having edge portions that are inclined..
